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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The examiner's amendments made on 10/18/2006 and 10/31/2006 remain in 
effect. Applicant's submission of an amendment adding SEQ ID numbers in the 
specification, and adding the NY99-flamingo 382-99 sequences to the Sequence 
Listing, is acknowledged. Applicant's sucessful petition to amend the priohty claim is 
also acknowledged. 

Applicant's arguments on the clarity of the claims is convincing. It is further noted 
that the West Nile Virus (WNV) envelope protein sequence is highly conserved; a 
cursory search of applicant's NY99-flamingo 382-99 envelope protein sequence against 
published WNV protein sequences did not find any differences in numbering the 
envelope amino acids in the closest 1 00 published sequences. Therefore, terminology 
such as "position 316" is seen as clear and definite to those skilled in the WNV art. 
Consequently, the rejection of claim 4 and dependent claims as indefinite, is withdrawn.
